Decker, who was captured Tuesday night, “‘Kid’’ Sheridan and 
Emil Hartman—are under arrest. They are merely forerunners 
of the others—all will be caught. 

It is practically impossible for any‘of the indicted boodlers or 
bribers to escape trial. The boodle situation in this city is so re- 
markable that it has the attention of the civilized world. The 
cases have internaticnal interest. Reports concerning them have 
been published in all civilized countries. The accused men must 
sooner or later be marked men wherever they go. The fugitives 
are disgraced exiles, debarred from the sympathy and cordial 
companionship of their fellowmen. Without respect to treaties 
of extradition the governments of the countries where they seek 
refuge must view them with suspicion and hostility. 

Murrell found the life of a fugitive ext'e unbearable. He was 
not free, but a prisoner to his own fears, haunted by the terror 
of discovery and capture. So it is with all fugitive exiles. The 
sword always hargs over their heads. 

It is better to surrender and face a jury, taking the conse- 
quences, than to live under the fear of the consequences. Those 
who, like Kelly and Kratz, have the opportunity to make their 
peace with the state add folly to crime when they reject it. 
They can throw away their chances to serve the state as wit- 
nesses, but they cannot get rid of the ability of working for 
the staitte as convicted felons. 

Patient and persistent effort will bring all the boodlers and 
bribers to justice.

Sift a saltspoonful of salt with two cups 
flour, and beat into it a part of a pint of 
milk. Make a smooth paste and then beat

Grape Juice. 

Take 2% pounds of well-ripened Concord 
grapes (any very juicy variety will do), 
pick them from the stems, wash carefully 
and ecald tn double bollers (without add- 
ing water) until the grapes burst open. 
Turn into stout jelly bags, and drain off 
the juice without squeezing. Let ft stand 
until well gettled, then pour off the 
juice without the sediment. Add _ to 
the julce four pounds of the best granu- 
lated sugar, reheat to botling, skim care- 
fully, and can the same as fruit. If pre- 
ferred. it may be bottled. The corks should 
be boiled In clean water and the bottles or 
cans thoroughly sterilized. 


Try Cornmeal Pancakes. 

To make them, scald a cup of white corn- 
meal with enough boiling water to make a 
thin mush. Cover and let ft stand haif 
an hour. Add half a teaspoonful of galt, 
one tablespoonful of sugar, one well-beaten 
egg and.two cups of flour sifted, with a 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Add enough 
milk to make a smooth batter that will 
run easily. Entire wheat flour may be

grain stands alone. Put the chicken Into 
a frying pan with butter and fry until 
done, but not dry and hard. Add the 
sliced onions and cook a little.

Now pour over all a small 
dessert dish of Chinese sauce. Add some 
water and stew for 10 or 15 minutes. Add 
the celery and, at the end of five minutes, 
the potatoes. Now thicken with a little 
flour and water, boil up once and serve 
with the rice. 


Fried Tomatoes. 


Select lares, firm tomatoes, and remove 
the skins by dipping ‘for a moment in boll- 
ing water. If pared with a Knife the pulp 
will be broken, and the juice escape. When 
they are cold, cut in slices ag! dy immedl- 
ately in white of egg and then in corn meal. 
If the slices stand for any length of time 
they become soft and juicy. Cook In deep 
fat. or until a delicate brown and serve 
very hot. Crumbs can be used instead of 
the corn meal, but the latter ts preferred 
by many, and is also much used tn frying 
small fish, such as perch, The tomatoes 
can be used as a garnish.—The Pilgrim for 
October.

“Even in the courts and before juries 
there is an attitude of antagonism toward 
the railway imterests,’’ said Mr. Vreeland, 
“although in almost any sult at law other 
than one affecting our interests the first 
aim is to procure an unbiased jury. Ali- 
though the Supreme Court of the United 
States held that the income tax law was 
wnconstitutiona!, many states d'‘scriminate 
against street railways by requiring them 
to pay additional taxes apse thelr gross 

rnings. 

“T look forward eagerly to the day when 
street railway men will stand up for the 
interests of ‘cir corporations as firmly as 
they do for their individual rights.”’ 

President Vreeland declared that one of 
the points street railway men would have 
to gain in the near future was the free in- 
terchange of freight cars between electric 
and steam railroads. 

President Vreeln nd showed that during 
the year 1901 car’ tal invested in street rail- 
ways in the U®"ed States had been in- 
creased by $477,605,002 and the mileage by 
£594 miles.

Sept. 8 the grandjury returned a bench 
warrant against him alleging “bribery and 
perjury in connection with the lighting 
bill. He is a member of the firm of Decker 
& Robertson, which has the contract for 
carrying the mails, and was formerly a 
member of the House combine. 

“T have-nothing whatever to say con- 
cerning the charge against me,’ said 
Decker after his arrest. ‘‘Had I been able 
to arrange for bond I would have given 
myself up long ago, and I believe that 
within a few days at most my friends will 
succeed in getting me out on bond.

SHE WAS A ST. LOUIS BELLE IN 
1836. 


Mrs. Rebecca W. Sire, 84 years old, one 
of the oldest remaining members of the 
St. Louis pioneer families, died of paralysis 
at her residence, 3529 Pine street, Tuesday 
morning. 

Mrs. Sire was born in Cincinnati, O., in 
1819 and came with her parents to live in 
St. Louis when 17 years old, in 1836. 

As Rebecca West Sefton, daughter of 
John Sefton, she was ranked as a social 
belle and in 1837 married Auguste Chou- 
teau. Ten years later she was left a wid- 
ow, and after five years married Joseph A.

Jesse Payne of Texas, W. G. McLanahan, 
Louis Conn, Harry Conn, Miss Annie Green 
and Sire Green of Pueblo, Colo. 

Mrs. Sire was most beloved by all who 
knew her for her noble characteristics and 
generosities. For many years she had been 
an active member of the Grand Avenpe 
Presbyterian Church and was highly ¢s- 
teemed socially. 

When Mrs. Sire married Auguste Chou- 
teau she lived at Seventh and Olive streets 
and had only recently leased this piece of 
ground to the William Barr Dry Goods Co.

BARNESVILLE, O., Oct. 8.—Senator

The trusts referred to by 
him are imported articles. 

“Two years ago I took the breath away 
from certain people by stating that there 
were no trusts in this country, and I will 
say now that, if there is such a thing, it 
will be taken care of when the proper time 
comes. 

“Take the so-called steel trust for in- 
Stance. That is the greatest combination 
of capital ever gotten together; its resources 
are stupendous. Great as it is, it produces 
only a little more than one-half of the iron 
and steel products of the country, and it 
may surprise you to learn that the inde- 

pendent companies since the first of the 
year have advanced prices until, at the 
present time, they are getting $10 a ton more 
than the trust is getting.’
